Asia Cup rules 


Selection process: 


1. Each participating team selects 6 spinners. The lineup must then be handed in 
to the organizer (deadline: October 1*, 2008.) 


2. After the lineup is submitted, no more changes to the team are accepted. 


Competition regulations: 


1. This competition is graded on a point system; the ranking is determined by 
the cumulative score of all rounds. 

2. This competition will have 2 rounds. The first round is a team vs team battle 
which will eliminate half of the teams. The final round is a collab battle with 
all remaining teams. 

3. Each video has a maximum length of 30 seconds, for the collab you can only 
film one combo per spinner. You can use video editing on the videos to 
indicate the name of the spinners and his team and so on. (The final round 
will has more detailed rules, as listed below) 

4. You must submit your video by email to the main judge. 

Barring exceptional reasons, participants who do not submit a video will be 


awarded the grade of 0 points. 


Final round regulations: 


1. Each member of the team must participate in the collab. 

2. The editor can be someone outside of the team. 

3. The collab has a maximum length of 6 minutes. The editing must clearly 
indicate the name of each spinner. 


(The collab battle will be graded differently, its criteria are listed below) 


Judge selection: 


1. Each participating community must select two judges. Zombo (UPSB) is the 
main judge in charge of compiling the results. 

2. Judges cannot evaluate videos directly affecting their own community. They 
also cannot participate in the competition. 


3. Judges must be fair, honest, objective and make their judging made public. 


Any cheating attempt will disqualify the team. 


Judging criteria: 


1. The first round is evaluated on 5 criteria: smoothness (15%), style (15%), 
overall structure/organization of the combo, difficulty and variety (25%), 
creativity (20%), appeal / beauty / impressiveness (25%). 

2. The collab round incorporates the above 5 criteria to account for 70% of the 
grade. The remaining 30% is divided into synchronicity to music (10%), editing 
(10%), collab creativity (10%). 

3. All scores must be sent by e-mail to the staff, who will average the score of all 


judges.
